not tho trees will die ns a result of 
the onslaught. It Is claimed that tho 
bugs have ben subsisting on tho soft

trees have died. Othors say that tho 
bugs.mean sure death to the trees 
upon which they feed. 


The branches which are cut. from 
tie trees In. the trimming show tho 
leaves and smaller branches complete- 
ly hidden with the cotton.- scale and 
a form of lice which is found coated 
upon the..lower sldo of the leaves 
Tho lice are very small and In their 
effect upon tho foliage Is to dlscol- 
or It., turning tho leaves to a dark 
Drown or 
green 
shade, while 
the 


edges lose thelr'vltallty, curl up and 
fall off..

been freed 
entirely 


from the pests 
as the

been cut, so that few of tho smaller 
branches have been left on.

tho trees have n very barren appear-
